BEARDLESS 

The  beardless  sorts  are,  like  the  single  and  Japanese 
Peonies,  less  well  known  than  they  deserve.  They  are  free 
flowering,  very  decoiative  in  the  garden  and  valuable  for 
cutting.  They  are  not  troubled  by  iris  rot  but  do  well  in 
a  moist  location  which  would  be  destruction  to  bearded 
sorts.  A  moist  location  is  not  necessary  as  they  do  well  in 
a  dry  location.  However,  the  roots  must  not  be  permitted 
to  dry  out  before  they  are  established.  Plant  the  roots 
four  inches  deep  and  water  well,  keeping  them  moist  for 
a  few  days  until  rooted  and  you  will  have  no  difficulty.
